It 
declares for a consistent military 
policy by the United States and pro- 
hibits political activity within the 
order.

Superintendent Dykes 
Says Atlanta Should 
Take Care of Grammar 
School Pupils Before 
Worrying About High 
Schools. 


The “Retort courteous” came 
dangerously near passing to the 
“lie direct” Thursday afternoon be- 
tween Dr. Plato Durham, of Emory 
university, and W. H. Terrell, of 
the Atlanta board of education, 
when ihey disagreed in a discussion 
over Atlanta’s duty to the, negro 
with reference to high school edu- 
cation. Each of the speakers had 
“disabled the judgment” of the 
other, Dr. Durham holding that the 
colored race should be allowed 
greater high school facilities, while 
Mr. Terrell took that stand that the 
board of education should concern 
itself first with providing the little 
colored children with grammar 
schogls , before attempting to pre- 
vide “classical education.” 

Statements from both Mr. Terrell 
and Dr.. Durham developed. some 
heat, and a warm ex¢hange be- 
tween the two was possibly pre- 
vénted by the proposal of sident 
Fred Winburn that thé. question of 
high school education for the ne- 
groes be deferred to a later date, 
when the matter could be discussed 
in a quiet manner behind closed 
doors. This suggestion was ac- 
cepted by Dr. Durham, who left the 
council chamber with the’ parting 
shot at Mr. Terrell: “All we want 
is for you to make a statement of 
the facts, whith you have _ not 
done.” To this Mr. Terrell replied 
with spirit, that he had stated the 
facts. 

Appear Before Board. 


Dr. Plato Durham, with John J. 
Fagan and other members of the In- 
terchurch movement, appeared be- 
fore the board of education Thurs- 
day afternoon to ask that the col- 
ored people of the city be given a 
squarer deal in the matter of high 
school education. Mr. Eagan, who 
spoke first, stated that he knew the 
difficulties under which the board 
labored, and gave the body credit 
for having established extra grades 
at Ashby street and Houston 
schools... He declared, however, that 
these five grades were not suffi- 
cient. Mr. Eagan stated that he and 
others represented the white wing 
of the interchurch movement, which 
had la»ored for a better feeling be- 
tween the whites and the colored 
people of the city, based upon jus- 
tice each to the other. 

Superintendent W. F. Dykes, fol- 
lowing Mr. Eagan’s plea for a cen- 
trally lecated high school for the 
coicred people, stated that an elghtL 
grade had been established at Asn- 
by street, and that three extra 
grades had been provided at Houston 
street school, taking care of about 
250 pupils. He made it plain that 
the school board is now some $60.- 
000 behind and that this sum would 
possibly reach $75,000 before § the 
end of the year. He stated that the 
burden now was to take care of the 
intermeidate and primary grades, 
these being go doubled up as to ren- 
der efficiency. almost impossible 
and declared that the board shoul¢ 
first undertake to provide for the 
negro grammar classes before going 
to the — school project at the 
expense of the masses of beginners 
and intermediate pupils. 

Mr. Dykes also called attention to 
fhe large number of colleges in 
the city for negroes and the com- 
paratively small tuition fee of $18 
per year charged at some of them. 

Will Give “Square Deal.” 

Dr. Durham at this point arose to 
address the boart, and he spoke 
eloquently of the efforts that have 
been made by a joint committee of 
the white and negro committees of 
the interchurch movement to cure 
the racial friction. He declared 
that local men of wealth and influ- 
efice had decided to give the ne- 
gro a square deal, and not to leave 
this matter to outsiders. He de- 
clared that the Atlanta plan of giv- 
ing the negro a square deal had be- 
come known all over the United 
States, and had given this city more 
favorable advertising than all its 
commercial importance. He said 
that it had received the commen- 
dation of noted negroes and white 
men, and that its success had been 
the subject of resolutions by the 
Interchurch World movement in 
convention in Atlantic City. 

“We want to give the negro a 


{Square deal,” declared Dr, Durham, 


“and in order to do this, we have to 
sive them good schools.” 

Closing his address, Dr. rham 
said: “We have definitely mide it 
known that this is a white man's 
country and that we are to rule. 
but we ehould rule with eéven- 
handed justice in order that every

Death Nambness 
Attacking Limbs 
Of Lord Mayor 


MacSwiney’s End Seems 
Near at Hand—Alleged 
Prison Officials Will 
Forcibly Feed Mayor 
When He Becomes Un- 
conscious.

London, September 9.—The mo- 
ment Lord Mayor Terence Mac- 
Swiney lapses into complete uncon- 
sciousness from the effects of his 
hunger strike, he will be forcibly 
fed. 
That, at least, is the expressed | 
intention of the Brixton jail physi- 
clans who are watching over his 
health. The announcement ef this 
plan was made Thursday afternvon 
by one of the doctors who has just 
remonstrated with the lady may- 
oress for “permitting” her husband 
to maintain his resolution to starve 
himself to death. 

“We would feed him by force 
now, if it weren't that this @ction 
would kill him, provided he strug- 
gwled against it. Consequently, fn 
his weakened condition that would 
be impossible,” he said. 

This brought about a spirited con- 
flict betWeen the family, the dying 
prisoner and the physician. 

Notwithstanding his extreme 
weakness, the fighting Irish spirit 
was strong within MacSwiney when 
he heard the argument. In his 
presence the doctor had told Lady 
MacSwiney that she was simply aid- 
ing her husband to commit suicide, 
and that by her refusal to urge 
the lord mayor to take food, she was 
contributing to his death. 

Too Weak te Remonstrate 

The words aroused the prisoner 
fr a moment. He attempted to 
remonstrate, but the painful atrug- 
‘gle was too much, afd he fell back, 
exhausted, and very nearly col- 
lapsed 

With the return of Premier Lloyd- 
George to London and his contin- 
ved refusal to interfere, the last 
faint hope held by MacSwiney’s rel- 
atives flickered out. The family ap- 
pears completely crushed by the cir- 
cumstances. They realize for the 
first time that all avenues of ap- 
proach to the authorities are now 
closed except one—and that is Mac- 
Swiney’s suprrender. But MacSwiney 
ls steadfast in his determination to 
go through with it. 

To the United News 
mayoress gaid Thursday: 

“At last I am unable to keep alive 
the flickering hope I have had all 
along. I now realize, although with 
difficulty, that the end is very near. 
From the first of our married: life 
Terry has tried to prepare me for 
such an event as this, for he lived 
in the daily expectation that eome- 
thing of this sort would happen to 
him. But he abways thought it 
would be a sudden death. This is 
much harder. Only my visits to 
Terry succeed in keeping me on my 
feet, 

“Terry himself is calm and re- 
signed—almost happy. It shames 
those of us. who are inclined to 
weaken.” 

Numbness Creeps on Mayor. 

Mayor MacSwiney passed a very 
bad night, and complained again 
this morning of dizziness. accurd- 
ing to a bulletin issued early to- 
day by the Irish self-determination 
league. He also experienced numb- 
ness in his legs and arms, and a 
Physician who attended him con- 
sidered him much weaker than he 
was yesterday. 

The lord mayor was visited last 
night by Father Patrick MacSwt- 
he’, a cousin, who said he was sur- 
prised to find the prisoner so well. 
He expressed belief that the crisis 
“en'd not come for three or four 
days. 

The noon bulletin issued by the 
league stated that signs of atrophy 
of the skin had appeared, and that 
as a consequence the mayor's arms 


were being massaged and ban- 
daged. 

After visiting Mayor MacSwiney 
‘eet evening. the nrison doctor told 
his sister, Annie MacSwiney, that her 
brother was in a very grave condi- 
tion. according to a statement. is- 
sued by the league this morning, 
and that there could be only one 
end to his continued huneer strike. 

Doctor Appeals to Sister. 

“The doctor asked Miss Mac- 
Swiney if nothing eould be done— 
if she could not appeal to «© 
mayor.” continues the statement. 
“She replied she would not ask her 
brother to give up the principle of 
his life: that England had no right 
to imprison him and that he could 
not submit to Eneland’s tmprison- 
ment without acknowledging her 
rizht to deprive him of his lib- 
ertv. 

“The doctor then suggested that 
the republican body in Ireland e 
pasked to order the lord mavor to 
surrender, and he, heing a discin- 
lined man. would obey. She said 
that some such suggestion had 
reached her brother’s ears in some 
way and that he had spoken of ‘t 
to ther hnt had eaid: ‘No such 
order will come from the Dall Flre- 
-_ and if it came I wouldn't obey 
t.’” A)

COX GIVES PLEDGE 
T0 ASSIST CAUSE 
OF IRISH FREEDOM 


Governor Tells Montana 
.Voters He Will Present 
Ireland’s Case to League 
of Nations If Elected. 


FRESH ATTACK MADE 
ON CHAIRMAN HAYS 


Cox Asserts That Evi- 
dence Heard by Senate 
Probers Has Confirmed 
His Charges of G. O. P. 


_—Corruption Fund.” 


Butte, Mont., September 9.—A defi- 
nite pledge to “present the [Irish 
cause” to the league of nations. in 
event of his election, and a further 
attack on republican leaders and 
that party’s contributions, were 
made here tonight by Governor Cox 
in closing his Montana campaign. 

In three extensive speeches to- 
day at Helena, Anaconda and Butte, 
and in a half dozen rear-platform 
talks en route, the democratic can- 
didate, concluding the first week of 
his. western tour, hammered the 
league, the republican “corruption 
fund” and labor issues into his au- 
diences. 

The Irish question developed at 
the governor's meeting here in front 
of the corthouse lawn. 

“It would be my duty,” he sald, 
“and véry quickly availed-of, as a 
friend of peace, asserting the friend- 
ly right of any member of the 
league. to present the Irish cause 
to the attention of the league un- 
der the authority given by article 
eleven and give to Ireland, or any 
other aggrieved people, he oppor- 
tunity to plead their cause before 
the bar of civilized opinion.” 

Fresh Attack on Hays, ‘ 

Dealing with testimony before 
the senatorial investigating commit- 
tee at Chicago, Governor Cox made 
fresh assaults upon Will H. Hays, 
republican national chairman; 
Treasurer Upham and his assist- 
ant, Henry Blair. The governor 
declared the Chicago testimony had 
confirmed his charges, on the heel 
of denials by Chairman Hays and 
other republican officials. 

His fund of arguments on the 
league, settlement of strikes by the 
golden rule jnstead of bayonets, and 
progressivism were given by the 
governor. He also reiterated at- 
tacks upon Senator Harding, his re- 
Publican opponent, the “senatoria) 
Oligarchy” and “big business.” 

in discussing the league, the gOvV- 
ernor presented local questions ‘in 
Anaconda, and Butte. with their 
large laboring populations of many 
racial sources and their copper in- 
terests. And at Helena he also ar- 
sued reclamation development. 
Through the league, the candidate 
said, material prosperity would be 
had by creating foreign markets 
for copper and other products of 
mine, farm and labor, when Euro- 
pean conditions become stabilized. 

The Irish question, Governor Cox 
said, needs settlement to promote 
peace between the, Engiish-speaking 


races. Reading Article 11 of the 
covenant, providing for considera- 
tion by the league council! or as- 
sembly of.any international ques- 
tions whatever “which threaten to 
disturb either the peace or good 
understanding between nations” 
Gacvernor Cox said that under ex- 
isting conditions the Irish question 
could not ke presented “to the bar 
of pablic opinion.” 

“Under the league it can,” he 
continued. “We have four times 
as many people of Gaelic blood in 
the United States as there are in 
Ireland and their natura) feelings 
not only figure in our domestic re- 
lations, but also stand like granite 
between the stretching hands of 
Fugland and America. So long. 
therefore, as the Irish question re- 
mains unsettled, there will be sume 
eonflict In America with the idea 
of wrld wide co-operation be- 
tween the English speaking na- 
tions. 

When We Took Up Arms. 

“It must not be forgotten that 
when we took up arms the thing 
that gave us unity and great en. 
thusiaeom was our deciaration that 
we fought to end the rule of might: 
that we were champions of the 
rights of small peoples: that we 
stood for the reign of law based 
upon the consent of the governed. 
As’ I have said before, the league 
cunten:plates enduring peace. The-v 
can not be peace’ without happi- 
ness. There will be happiness 
without justice. can not take 
mountains: nor ers, nor other 
physical characteristics and by their 
natural lines create governmental 
entities that will endure. On the 
other hand, racial groups will form 
a better guarantee of peace. This 
is not wr fundamental common 
sense, but it touches the basic prin- 
ciple of armistice and the league 
itself. Therefore. 1 contend that 
the league of nations will be helpfui 
to the civilization of the world be- 
cause,it will be creative of a: new 
life, national an otherwise, for 
groups which havé for generations 
fostered the same aims and hopes 
and aspirations that inspired tne 
feunders of our republic.

Thomas E. Watson, who was 
nominated to the United States sen- 
ate to succeed Scnator Hoke §mith, 
without the necessity of a second 
primary, was vietor insl0e counties, 
with a county unit vote of 242; Gov. 
Hugh M. Dorsey, who ran sécond, 
carried 42 counties, with 110 unit 
votes, and Hoke Smith, the Incum- 
bent, who ran third, secured 13 
counties, giving him 34 county unit 
votes. 

Governor's Race. 

The final official compilation of 
the state’s results gets at rest the 
great uncertainty which existed 
throughout Thursday in regard to 
the possible winner In the race for 
‘gubernatorial honors, the contest 
having been so nip-and-tuck be- 
tween the former attorney generai 
and the former United States sena- 
tor that no decision was possible 
until each county of the state had 
reported its official consolidation. 

The popular vote in thé counties 
from which official returns Were 
received in the gubernatorial race 
was as follows: Hardwick, 100,284; 
Walker, 92,218; Holder, 39,038; Wal- 
ter R. Brown, 2,816. In the senato- 
rial race: Watson, 105,409; Dorsey,

This is overcoming one 
of the chief difficulties enc6untered 
by the bolshevists in their attempt 
to operate the factories they have 
seized. For a time, in their igno- 
rance of the source of supplies and 
the methods of purchasing the raw 
products, they have been unable to 
create any finished products. 

The radicals have shifted some- 
what in their demands. Wherfeas, 
the movement began merely as a 
strike for higher wages, it has 
grown far beyond its original lim- 
its, and its great aim today is the 
complete nationalization of all fac- 
tories. 

There are thus three methods of 


dealing with the outcropping of 
bolshevism in western European 
countries, and Italy’s test will de- 
termine which system is the most 
efficacious. In the first, France 
stepped in at th outset of the 
| movement and crushed it by force. 
'In the second, England met it by 
compromise—and is still compro- 
mising. In the third, Italy is-pur- 
suing the policy of “letting it burn 
itseif out.” 

Italian statesmen for the most 
part believe that this policy is the 
safest because they believe’ the 
workmen will tire of the situation 
and soon discover their inability to 
run industry without the aid of the 
men above—the skilled workers and 
the white-collar man. 


Italian Government Neutral. 


Rome, September 9.—Efforts con- 
tinue to bring about a solution of 
the situation which has arisen 
throughout Italy as a result of the 
movement among metal workers to 
occupy plants in many of the most 
important industrial centers. The 
government has been called upon to 
intervene, but so far has been neu- 
tral, and it is said by newspapers 
it will act to insure maintenance 
of order. Reports received here in- 
dicate that quiet prevails at all 
affected centers, and that engineers, 
firemen and clerical staffs employed 
refuse to 
join the workers. The fact that del- 
egates from workmen’s and em- 
ployers’ organizations are in com- 
munication with each other, is look- 
ed upon as being fmvorable to an 
ig ge of the situation, 

s declared the majority of the 
metal workers are controlled by 
extreme socialists who are desirous 
of giving the movement a political 
character, but responsible leaders 
of the party are said to discurage 
such a policy. At many places the 
workers have announced they are 
ready to convert themselves into 
co-operative societies, which would 
undertake the direct management 
of works that have been occupied, 
pay rent which would be fixed by 
arbitration and deposit the neces- 
Sary guarantees. 


Movement Well Prepared. 


When he returned from his con- 
ference with Premier Lloyd-George 
at Lucerne, Premier Giolitti issued 
& Statement referring to “recent 
agreements between European so- 
cialists and Nikolai Lenine, Russian 
bolshevik premier,” and forecast 
those agreements might be forerun- 
ners of active revolutionary at- 
tempts which would soon occur in 
Italy. . There is every indication 
the present movement was prepared 
deliberately and systematically, and 
that efforts were made to involve 
other trades besides metal workers. 
The typical caution of the Italian 
peasants, however, made it difficult 
to set any extended revolt in mo- 
tion, it is asserted.

Romg, September 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Another violent 
earthquake occurred in the Emilia 
district at 2:35 o’clock this morn- 
ing, causing. the loss of lives and 
important damage. The communi- 


ties suffering the most were Reg- 
gio, Ospedaletti, Bussana, Toano 


and Cavola. This sever shock 
was more violent than that of Tues- 
day. 

The Emilia embraces the district 
between the Apennines and _ the 
River Po and is divided into the 
eight provinces of Piacenza, Parma, 
Regzio, Modena, Bologna, Ferrara, 
Ravenna and‘Farli. It covers an 
area of some 7,980 square miles and 
has a population of aprpoximately 
2,500,000 persons. 

More than 300 persons perished in 
the earthquake disaster which shat- 
tered cities and villages north, of 
Florence on Tuesday morning. Gov- 
ernmental and private relief agen- 
cles are engaged in the work of 
aiding the survivors and searching 
the ruins for any victims who may 


still be alive, but the work is <n 
ously handicapped by the difficuJ-

mountains and are almost inaccessi- 
ble. Electric light wires have been 
broken and work in the ruins must 
stop at nightfall.

[RAIN PLAYS HAVOC 


IN FULTON COUNTY 


Public Service Systems 
Experience Difficulties, 
Street Cars Being Halt- 
ed for More Than Thirty 
Minutes. 


The weather man has been pre- 
dicting showers’ for several days. 
Just to show that C. F. von Herr- 
mann, local meteorologist, knew 
what he was talking about, Jupiter 
Pluvius descended about 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

Virtually all the public service 
systems experienced trouble. The 
officials at the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone company declared that com- 
plete reports will no doubt show 
severe damage. The company is 
taxed to its capacity at this time, 
many thousands of election queries 
being handled along with the regu- 
lar run of calls. 

Trolley service was halted for 
about thirty minutes due to light- 
ning and heavy winds. Mr. Sharp, 
of the electrical branch of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
declared that the delay was due to 
various reasons. He said there was 
no trouble reported directly at the 


power station, that the trouble was 
along the company’s street lines, 


Lines Are Tied Up. 


The “starters” department of the 
trolley branch stated that virtually 
all lines had been tied up approxi- 
mately thirty minutes. It was said 
that lightming srrucx mnard in at 
least two places along the car 
routes. Every effort was made by 
the company to restore service 
which was resumed as quickly as 
possible. 

A good portion of the damage 
was caused by the severe winds 
that accompanied the downpour. The 
rain put a stop to the ball game 
between the Crackers an@ the Peli- 
cans in the second inning of the 
game. A big crowd had gathered 
to see the fourth game of the séries 
and when the clouds opened the 
faithful were not only denied the 
pleasures of the day, but were prac- 
tically drenched finding the path 
home. 

Hat chasing contests were stag- 
ed at various points in the central 
part of the city. Persons crossing 
the railroad bridges just hi: to 
hold all headgear or lose the same. 
At every corner the few pedestrians 
who-braved the elements were treat- 
ed to a volume of rain and wind 
that bitterly contested progress. 
The main postoffice was the haven 
of hundreds, who, lacking umbrel- 
las and raincoats, ran for shelter. 
Guardians of the soft drink foun- 
tains, usually enjoying a quiet 
spell about that hour, suddenly 
found themselves swamped with 
customers attempting to wash down 
their real feelings. 

Trees Blown to Ground. 

Numerous trees were blown to the 
Sround in various sections. A tree 
in the vicinity. of the ball park 
stretched nearly across the trolley 
tracks, bent in two at the middle. 
Automobile progress was accom- 
plished under difficulties. Two ma- 
chines narrowly missed collision at 
Forsyth and Walton streets as both 
drivers attempted to cross the inter- 
section at the same. time. 

Partly cloudy with probable 
showers is the weather forecast for 
Friday. Conditions are favorable 
for local showers throughout Geor- 
Zia, says the weather man. During 
the past twenty-four hours show- 
ers occurred in the northern por- 
tions of the cotton states and along 
the Atlantic coast from Jacksonville 
to Hatteras, also northward to the 
central Mississippi Valley and lake 
region, Temperatures remain prac- 
tically unchanged; it is quite warm 
generally in the southern states and 
cool in the northwest, with as low 
as 38 degrees reported at Sheridan, 
Wyoming.

tion of the belt, but mucna cloudy 
weather prevailed, and while the 
rainfall was mostly light in north- 
central districts it was very consid- 
erable or excessive in many eastern 
and western sections. Conditions 
were decidedly unfavorable for cot- 
ton and progress was generally 
rather poor or the crop deteriorated, 
except in restricted areas where it 
was about the average. No ma- 
terial change in cotton occurred in 
North Carolina, but while blooming 
and fruiting about the average in 
northern South Carolina, the crop 
deteriorated in the central-southern 
portions where rust and boll rot are 
prevalent. 

“The progress a condition of 
cotton were rather poor in. Georgia, 
but about normal in Tennessee and 
in the delta counties and extreme 
northeastern Mississippi, and where 
not too wet in Alabama, Elsewhere 
in the last-named state progress was 
rather poor. The progress of cot- 
ton was rather poor in Arkansas, 
and generally rather poor or it de- 
teriorated in Oklahoma on account 
of too much rain and inadequate 
sunshine. Cotton was unfavorably 
affected in Louisiana and Florida 
en account of continued excessive 
rainfall. The condition in Arkansas 
and Oklahoma continues about the 
average to very good. Cotton de- 
teriorated in Texas, except in lower 
coast, southwestern, and a few 
south-central counties where mod- 
erate rainfall permitted good prog- 
ress. The ‘condition of cotton is 
about the average to excellent in 
the southern third of Texas, but 
mostly poor to about the average 
elsewhere.”

Refused by Superiors. 


Blair’s testimony at many points 
showed that the ideas which he ha?@ 
in his mind were rejected by hi+r 
superiors when placed on paper. 
which was the fate of “form 101.” 

Mr. Blair produced a copy of that 
farm and when it was compared 
the copy,of the same form which 
Governor Cox had sent to the com 
mittee by Edmund Moore, his per- 
sonal representative, the governor's 
copy was found to be incomplete.

He- mentioned Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul, Dallas and Hous- 
ton as cities where the drives were 
abandoned because it was “not ex- 
pedient,” he said, to start them 
“Our experience in Atlanta was nor 
so encouraging,” he explained. re 
ferring to the testimony of C W. 
McClure, Georgia state chairman. 
about the failure of the drive there. 

“Youn did, though, contemplate or- 
ganizing drives in 54 cities?” Sen- 
ator Reed asked. 

“Ves, sir.” 

“So. if Governor Cox or anv othe 
man charges you had plans for or- 
ganizing in 51 cities, he simply 
uncer-stated, didn‘t he?” 

“Yes, sir.” 


Plan Used for Drives.

Quotas for Ohio. 

Republican campaign quotas in 
the state of Ohio were fixed at 
twice the amount desired, John Kel- 
ly, of Columbus, state director, told 
the senate committee. 

This was done. he said, because 
no fund drive since the war has 
succeeded in raising the announced 
quotas. ;

_MR. WATSON’S VICTORY. 

At first glance it would be mat- 
ural to assume that Wednesday’s 
primary results showed an over- 
whelming opposition, on the part 
of Georgia democrats, to the 
league of nations, as indorsed in 
the democratic national platform. 

The avowed opposition of Mr. 
Vatson to any kind of a league, 
and the fact that he made his cam- 
paign primarily on -that issue, 
would warrant such a conclusion. 

And yet, analysis of the primary 
shows that in the congressional 
contests, in which in not less than 
five districts the issue was carried 
direct to the people by candidates 
who adopted the Watson platform, 
the fight against the league was 
lost. 

In the tenth district, President 
Sam L. Olive, of the state senate, 
acted as permanent chairman of 
the May 18 convention as a Wat- 
son delegate, subsequently an- 
nounced for congress on a Watson 
platform, spoke from the same 
platform with Mr. Watson all over 
the district, and yet Congressman 
Carl Vinson, of Baldwin, who 
stands flatfooted behind the ad- 
ministration, and for the platform 
of the national party, swept the 
district, carrying by large major- 
ities the counties that rolled up, on 
the contrary, equally large majori- 
ties for Mr. Watson. 

The same thing was true of the 
contest in the ninth. Congress- 
man Bell, who is an administration. 
democrat, made his fight for re- 
nomination uncompromisingly on 
the party platform. He was op- 
posed by John I. Kelley, who was 
one of Mr. Watson’s floor leaders 
in the May 18 convention, ran for 
congress on a Watson platform, 
spoke from the same platform with 
Mr. Watson, and yet while a ma- 
jority of the counties in that dis- 
trict gave pluralities to the Mc- 
Duffie candidate, his lieutenant 
was overwhelmingly defeated, the 
voters again indorsing administra- 
tion democracy. 

In the third district Congress- 
man Crisp made his fight for re- 
election on the platform of his 
party. He was vigorously opposed 
by Gordon Jones, an avowed Wat- 
son follower, and a former attor- 
ney for Mr. Watson. He ran, as 
did the others, in opposition to the 
league, and yet the voters. over- 
whelmingly defeated him. 

In the fifth district, Mr. Black- 
burn ran for congress against Con- 
gressman Upshaw, who stood flat- 
footedly behind the administration 
and his party platform. Mr. Black- 
burn was campaign manager for 
Mr. Watson in the April primary 
and violently assailed the league 
of nations, making that, indeed, 
his dominating issue. 

And yet while Watson, as an 
unti-leaguer swept the district, in- 
cluding Fulton, Mr. Blackburn was 
defeated in a sweeping victory for 
Congressman Upshaw,  notwith- 
standing the fact that Alexander, 
the other candidate, divided the 
vote of those who favor the prin- 
ciple of the league. 

In the first, Congressman Over- 
street, an avowed and consistent 
administration democrat, carried 
his district over Solicitor Slater,

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| HEALTH TALKS |

ON BEING THREATENED. 


When a doctor examines a pa- 
tient and then announces that the 
patient is “threatened with pneu- 
monia,” the doctor is marking time, 
passing the buck, treading water 
waiting to see whatis going to turn 
up. He is not deceiving tne family, 
understand. He is merely playing 
it safe—for the patient and for 
himself. Naturally he orders the 
patient to remain in bed, and that 
is certainly best for the patient. 

The reason why it is always best 
for one with any acute illness ac- 
companied with fever or feverish- 
ness to remain tn bed is simply be- 
cause REST helps to resist or over- 
come inflammation, exactly as 
REST of a broken arm helps in the 
repair of the bone. To needlessly 
work lungs. heart or any other or- 
gan when one is ill -with even a 
mild infection like sore thrcat or 
coryza or any respiratory infection, 
is flinging defiance to nature and 
inviting trouble. 

Another very gcod reason why 
one developing any kind of respira- 
tory infection, anything accom- 
panied with cough, sore throat or 
nasal discharge, should remain in 
bed is because these acute illnesses 
are all exceedingly infectious at the 
stage of onset—more likely to 
spread like wildfire at this stage 
than after the iHness is well estap- 
lished. When the patient is in bed 
by your physician for cancer. Of 
the BEST CHANCE and he is at the 
same time NOT DISTRIBUTING 
SAMPLES of his infection among 
his associates and people with 
whom he might come in contact if 
he were trying to keep about and 
“fight it off,” as the saying goes. 
Those who approach him oftheir 
own accord do so at their own peril. 
With proper precautions there ‘is 
no danger in casual association 
with one who has or is developing 
pneumonia, tonsilitis, diphtheria, 
influenza, cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, common coryza (so-called 
head “cold’”), measles, scarlet fever, 
tuberculosis or any other respira- 
tory infection. Let us recall what 
those precautons are. 

1. Keep outside the patient’s 
five-foot barrage. In talking or 
laughing the patent throws out an 
invisible spray of dreplets of mois- 
ture which may contain the germs 
of the disease, and this spray ordi- 
narily does not carry more than 
five feet. If the patient sneezes or 
coughs without covering nose and 
mouth with handkerchief or hand 
or mask, then the barrage may ex- 
tend to ten or more feet and it is 
unsafe to be in the same room with 
him. Anyone up and about who 
perpetrates an open-face cough or 
sneeze ought to be then and there 
punished for his ignorance and 
viciousness. . 

2. Never touch the patient or any 
intimate personal object he uses, 
without immediately afterward 
washing your hands.

$1,052,000 SEIZED

OF DRY AMENDMENT 


The seizure of property valued at 
$1,052,000 by federal prohibition 
agents in the Gulf district, which 
includes Georgi, Florida, Mississippi 
and Louisiana, is reported in the 


monthly statement for August, 
which was completed yesterday by 
D. J. Gantt, federal supervising pro- 
hibition agent. 

Four boats are included in the 
list of seizures. The most valua- 
ble vessel was the shipping board 
steamship Dulcena, worth approxi- 
mately $375,000, which was libeled 
at Chalmette, La., for having 50 
barrels of liquor on board. The 
three other vessels were a 139-foot 
motor speed boat seized at Miami, 
Fla.: the Norwegian bark “Fiore,” 
seized at Jacksonville, Fla., and a 
Small sailing vessel, seized at New 
Orleans. : 

The list also included 24 auto- 
mobiles, four mules and a stock of 
merchandise. The report shows 
that 497 raids in which distilling 
apparatus was destroyed were made 
in August.

More 
than 150,000 gallons of beer and 
2.050 gallons of whisky were de- 
stroved.

child, of every color, be given a 
chance in the battle of the years.” 

Here Professor Dykes stated that 
double sessions are the worst fea- 
ture of the negro schools, and that 
in view of the fact that negroes 
can enter local colleges at $18 a 
year from the extra grades already 
provided, which will care for 250 
pupils, he felt that the board should 
do all in its power to care forethe 
grammar classes. He stated that it 
would require ten new school 
buildings to take the fifty negro 
classes out of the basement rooms, 
and continued that he believed an 
ordinance should be passed prevent- 
ing the use of basement rooms for 
school purposes. 

Terrell Speaks. 

At this point Commissioner W. 
H. Terrell spoke. of his efforts of 
seven years to secure high school 
facilities for the negroes, and de- 
clared that at one time the board 
of education had tentatively adopt- 
ed a plan that. would furnish high- 
er classes with industrial training 
and domestic science that would 
fit the negro to make a living. 
He said that this plan brought 
forth a howl from Dr. H. H. Proc- 
tor and other negroes of the city, 
and was given up. 

Mr. Terrell then spoke of the 
question of taxes, upon which Dr. 
Durham and Mr. Eagan had based 
their pleas for htgher educational 
facilities for the colored race. Mr. 
Terrell stated that the facilities 
jJemanded by the negroes upon the 
basis of being taxpayers, would 
cost much more money than the 
combined value of the negroes’ 
propesty holdings in the city. He 
stated*that while the taxes collect- 
ed this vear would not, in his opin- 
ion, excced $69900 the program of 
the board for educating the ne- 
groes in this city would cost more 
that $100,000 in salaries alone. 

Mr. Terrell said that he objected 


to the way the negroes demanded 
things, and declared it would be 
impossible to satisfy them. “What 
is required most,” said he, “is a 
campaign of education among the 
leaders of the negro race that would 
teach them to co-operate with this 
board instead of antagonizing us 
and making unreaSonable demands.” 

Dr. Durham and Mr. Eagan, at 
this point. disclaimed any intention 
of making undue demands upon the 
board, and said that the negro lead- 
ers they had conferred with had not 
shown any such spirit. 

Demands, Not Requests. 

They were told by President Fre 
Winburn that negroes had appeared 
before the board of education on 
more than one occasion, though 
upon other subjects, and made de- 
mands, not requests. 

Mr. Terrell continued that tne ne- 
groes had, through the influence of 
their leaders, defeated bond elec- 
tions, which if passed would have 
provided the means for giving what 
they asked for. ‘“‘We need to edu- 
cate the negro leaders to agree with 
the board of education and help us 
to do the things that are necessary.” 
Mr. Terrell was applauded. 

Dr. Durham here took the floor 
again, saying he wished to correct 
a misapprehension created by Mr. 
Terrell as to the demands made by 
the negro leaders, and said that 
the negroes were not “demanding” 
high school education, and sought 
t» correct the impression made by 
Mr. Terrell concerning the taxes 
paid by the negro. Mr. Terrell an- 
swered him by saying that the ne- 
groes did not pay enough taxes to 
provide for the grammar education

Will Name Committee. 


Following the agreement to meet 
within the next few days and quiet- 
ly discuss the matter of higher edu- 
eation for the negro, President 
Winburn stated that he would ap- 
point a committee to confer in 
closed session with Dr. Durham, Mr, 
Eagan and others.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Georgia, to be voted on at 
the general election, to be held in Novem- 
ber, 1920, to amend Peragraph 1, Section 
13, of Article 6, of the Constitution of 
reorgia, relatives to increase in salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeals and Superior Courts. 

By his excellency, 

HUGH M. DORSEY, 
Governor. 

Whereas, the General Assembly, at its 
session in 1920, proposed an amendment to 
the Constitution of this State, as set forth 
in au act approved August 17, 1920, to-wit: 


SALARIES OF JUSTICES OF SUPREME 
COURT AND JUDGES OF COURT 
OF APPEALS, 
No, 773. 

An Act to amend Paragraph 1, Section 13, 
of Article 6, of the Constitution of Geor- 
gia insofar as the same relates to sala- 
ries of Justices of the Supreme Court 
and of Judges of the Court of Appeals 
and of Judges of the Superior Courts, so 
as to increase the salaries of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court, the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, the Judges of the Supe- 
rior Courts and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
‘<sembly of the State of Georgia, and it ia 

reby enacted by authority of the same, 
j}at paragraph 1, Of section 13, of article 6, 
of the constitution of the state of Georgia, 
r jating to salaries of the justices of the 
cuvreme court, and of the judges of the 


| court of appeals, and of the judges of the 
| superior courts, 


and the same is hereby 
amended so as to provide that the justices 
of the supreme court each shall have out 
ef the treasury of the state salaries of 
£7,000 per annum; the judges of the court 
of appeals each shall have out of the treas- 
ury of the state salaries of $7,000 per an- 
num; the judges of the superior court each 
shall have out of the treasury of the state 
salaries of $5,000 per annum; provided that 
the county of Chatham shall, from its S- 
ury, pay to the judge of the superior court: 
of the eastern circuit $3,000 per anntim; 
said payments are hereby declared to be a 
part of the court expenses of said county, 
and shall be made to the judge now in 
office, as well as his successors. Provided 
further, That the board of county commis- 
sioners of Fulton county, or such other 
boar@d of persons as may from time to time 
exercise the administrative powers of Fui- 
ton county, shall have power and authority 
to pay the judges of the superior court of 
Fulton county such sums, in addition to 
the salaries paid by the state, as said ad- 
ministrative authority or authorities may 
deem advisable, and the amounts so paid 
are declared to be a part of the court ex- 
penses of said county. Provided further, 
That the board of county commissioners of 
the counties of Clarke, Floyd, Sumter, Bibb 
and Richmond, or such other board or per- 
son as may from time to time exercise the 
administrative powers of said several coun- 
ties, may supplement from their respective 
county’s treasuries the salaries of the juwliges 
of the circuits of which they are a part 
by such sum as may be necessary with sal- 
aries paid each of said judges from the 
state treasury to make a salary of $6.000 
ench per annum of euch judges; and such 
payments are declared te be a part of the 
court expenses of sail counties, and such 
payments shall be made to the judges now 
in office, as well as to their successors. 
Provided further, That the counfy of Fulton 
may supplement the salary of the jndce of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, or the judges 
of such other circuit as may be hereafter 
required to regularly preside therein, for 
additional services rendered in the superior 
court of said county, such sums as will, 
with the salary paid such judge from the 
state treasury, make a salary of $6.000 per 
annum; said payments are declared to be 
n part of the court expenses of Fulton coun- 
ty, snch payments to be made to the judge 
now in office, as well as to his successors. 
The provisions of this amendment shall take 
effect and the salaries herein provided for 
shall begin from the ratification of this 
amendment, as provided in the second sec- 
tion hereof, and shall apply to the incum- 
bents in the several offices, as well as their 
successors.. 

Sec. 2. Be ft fnrther enacted that if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds 
of the members of the general assembly of 
each house, the same shall be entered on 
their journals, with the ayes and nays 
taken thereon, ard the governor shall cause 
the amendment to be published in one or 
more of the newspapers in each congres- 
sional district for at least two months im- 
mediately preceding the next general elec- 
tion, and the same shall be submitted to 
the people at the next general election, and 
all persons voting at said election in favor 
of adopting the proposed amendment to the 
Constitut'on shall have written or-printed in 
their ballots the words: ‘‘For ratification 
of amendment to paragraph 1, of section 13, 
of article 6, of the constitution fixing the 
salaries of the justices of the supreme 
court, and ef the judges of the court of 
appeals, and of the judges of the superior 
courts,’’ and all persons o to the 
adoption of eaid amendment shall 
written or printed on their ballots the 
words: “Against ratification of amend- 
ment to paragraph 1, of section 13, of arti- 
cles 6, of the constitution fixing the sala- 
ties of the justices of the supreme court, 
and of the judges of the court of appeals, 
and of the judges of the superior courts;’’ 
and if a majority of the electors qualified 
to vote for the members of the next general 
assembly voting shall vote in favor of the 
ratification as shown by the consolidation 
and by the retorns made as now provided 
by law .in elections for members of the 
general d@ssembiy, then said amendment 
shall become a part of paragraph 1, of ser- 
tion 13, of article 6, of the constitution of 
t state, and the governor shall make 

lamation thereof. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith 
are repealed, 

Now, therefore, I, Huch M. Dorsey, gov- 
ernor of said state, do issne this, my 

‘lamation, hereby declaring that the 
oregoing proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution is submitted for ratification or 
rejection to the voters of the state, quali- 
fied_to vote for members of the geenral 
assembly at the general election to be hbeld 
on Tuesday, November 24, 1920.
